Delivered Paper Before 
'Montreal Antiquarian And 
Numismatic Society 

There were ovor a hundred gradu- 
ates of Harvard among the United 
Empire Loyalists who migrated to 
Canada within the ten or so years af- 
ter 1TS3 according to a prominent Can- 
adian apealdng to an American audi- 
ence recently, said .Mrs. S. 13. Vnughan, 
Acting Warden of the R.V.C. speaking 
before a meeting of the Montreal Anti'- 
qtiarian and Numismatic Society held 
in the .Medical Building last evening. 
Mrs. Vauglian went on to quote otliei 
•■thoritics who did not attribute such 
a large number to Harvard alone, but 
admitted that there were probably be- 
tween 100 and 150 men with degrees 
from various American colleges among 
the migrating Loyalists. 

Mrs. Vaughn n explained that he.- 
field of activity had been literature 
rather than history but upon being in- 
vited to speak to the Antiquarian So- 
ciety on the Loyalists she hart antici- 
pated finding several sources of in- 
formation from which to prepare her 
paper. She had grown up in the essen- 
tially Loyalist City of Saint John 
where the Rev. W. O. Raymond keeps 
alive Loyalist sentiment among the 
young. Her only other writing on Loya- 
lists was a prize-winner written 
in her teens in a contest held by Mr. 
Raymond. 

.\fter naming several valuable books 
dealing with the subject and explain- 
ing that actual documentary remains 
arc very rare and almost none-exist- 
ent in Upper and Lower Canada, the 
speaker commenced by characterising 
Canada as the land of the homesick. 
The arrival of the homesick continues 
today and will continue until the land 
is full. The Loyalists were some of the 
earliest homesick people to come to 
this country. A contemporary said, 
"They have no other place to go." 

At the beginning of the American 
Revolution the revolting sentiment was 
by no means unanimous. New York, 
Pennsylvania, Virginia and many of 
the southern colonics were more 
strongly reovlulloiiary than New Eng- 
land. The revolutionary colonists cm- 
i temptuously called the Loyalists 
Tories. John l'iske, the historian said 
on one occasion to an audience which 
included Mrs. Vaughan that the 
Fathers of the American Revolution, 
in not showing a more concllitary at- 
titude to the Loyalists, lost soin î of 
their best citizens. 

The bare title Loyalists was assumed 
by the Loyalists from the first. It was 
not until J7fc!l that the term United 
Empire Loyalists was made official 
and supposed to be confined to those 
who hail come to Cunada previous to 
17S9, and their decendants. It is pro- 
bable that some of those who came uf- 
tcr that date assumed the title, so 
some confusion now exists. 

The proportionate number of those 
of loyal sentiment in the colonics dur- 
ing the Revolution is hard to ascer- 
tain. At least 25,00<i were under arms, 
mid if they had been better led the 
outcome of the war might have, been 
different. An estimate puts one mil- 
lion of the three million colonists as 
being loyal. Many of these, wailed to 
see who would be the winners. Ben 
- Franklin said as late as 1775 that he 
bad never heard anyone speak of 
(separation whether drunk of sober. 
The Loyalists, for the most pari, un- 
derstood the grievances of the colonies. 
But I hey were not acute reu goners or 
exalted Idealists. They were idealists 
among them, however. There wore aisr, 
Soldiers of the loyal army, office- 
holders under the old government, anil 
those who just moved with the others. 
Many were Just as .1 ddo as they have 
been represented In iilstiry. 

The social classes frjin which llicv 
were drawn are ml mio.vm < f.eljy. It 
Iihb been remarked uiieeWiigly thai 
"Ihey were, not much to I0S1V but 
John Flsko does not endorse this 
view, nor do many informed Ameri- 
cans. They were probably drawn from 
■ II classes, literate and illiterate, rich 
and poor. Of the college graduates 
many were clergymen who iliowc-fl 
great fortitude in riding around their 
large parishes making the lives ' of 
their people easier. There were several 
Instances in which men of property 
came over bringing their equipments 
of negro slaves with them. The .lum- 
ber of these negroes has been estima'.; 
ed at several thousands. .Some -were 
later deported, other congregated Into 
communities the remains of which arc

Demonstrated Colour Changes 
In Sensitive Agar Agar 
Jellies 

Agar agar jellies, so sensitive to 
changes of température that a rise 
from body temperature to fever heat 
Is sufficient to change their colour, 
were shown by Dr. Leo Pariscau. radi- 
ologlsi of the Hotel Dieu at his lec- 
ture to the McGIII Physics Club last 
evening in the Physics Rulldlng. A 
large number wero present to hear Dr. 
Pariscau speak 011 "The Physical As- 
pects of Diathermy." 

When high-frequency currents of 
from âuO.UOU to 2.UU0.UUU cycles a sec- 
ond arc passed through a body by 
iqcans of plate electrodes on cither 
side of it heat Is Induced in that body. 
Experience confirms the theory that 
in the case ot good conductors like 
copper those currents pass close lo 
the surface and the consequent heal- 
ing takes place there This "skin ef- 
fect" is supposed by some to take 
place when diathermy is applied lo the 
human body, as in medical therapy. 
Others however, maintain that Ihe 
maximum beating effects obtained at 
a point half-way between lhe elec- 
trodes. Thus, if electrodes arc placed, 
one on cither side of the chest, the 
greatest boat induced should be In 
tho middle of the lungs. 

lixperlinents have been performed in 
which albumen solutions have been 
subjected to high-frequency currents. 
Albumen clots above a certain tem- 
perature, iind In these experiments the 
albumen is supposed to have clotted at 
a point mid-way between tho elec- 
trodes. It Is upon this premise that 
diathermy has been used in medicine 
to beat Internal parts of the body. Dr. 
Pariscau stated that ho had perform- 
ed these experiments and only rarely 
had he achieved the traditional re- 
sult. The albumen, instead of clotting 
at the centre, clotted at the electrodes. 
This led Dr. Pariscau lo believe that 
the heating effort is at the electrodes 
and not a* the centre, and he began '.0 
seek a more certain method of show- 
ing this.

Former Dean Of 
Medical School 
CalledBy Death! 

Dr. Shepherd Died Suddenly 
Yesterday Morning 

IN 78th YEAR 



One Time Surgeon-in-Chiet 
At Montreal General 
Hospital 

Dr. Francis J. .Shepherd. M.D., 
LL.D, F.R.S., president of the Art 
Associai ion ot .Montreal, one of Hie 
foremost of Canadian surgeons, emeri- 
tus dean and professor of medicine at 
McGIII University, and formerly suc- 
gcon-inrChlet of the Montreal General 
Hospital, died' at his home this morn- 
ing in Ills 7Sth year. 

A frequent contributor lo medical 
and surgical journals, a lover ot good 
pictures, and one of the most highly 
regarded men of letters in the Do- 
minion for many years, Dr. Shepherd 
was for two years a fellow-student of 
the renowned Canadian surgeon, Sir 
William Osier, and tor 10 years they 
were colleagues. 

Dr. Shepherd's students days were 
marked by Intense application lo the 
work he loved and the thoroughness ot 
Ills preparation which found him pur- 
suing tho study of medicine at McGIII 
and then in Edinburgh, London, 
Vienna and Paris eventually led to his 
appointment as dean ot the Faculty of 
Medicine of McGill. 

lie was born at Coino, Quebec, in 
1851, and following his lengthy acade- 
mic préparât Ion he was attached to 
the medical staff at McGill University 
as demonstrator in anatomy and final- 
ly became professor of anatomy m 
1S75. it was in June, 190S that Dr. 
Shepherd was selected as dean of tho 
faculty following the retirement from 
that position of Dr. Roddick. 

Many important positions in various 
medical and surgical " associations 
throughout the continent were at one 
time or nnother held by Dr. Shepherd 
who manifested remarkable activity in 
these various organizations despite the 
pressure ot duties in which he was 
engaged at McGill University and In 
Montreal. He became senior surgeon 
at the Montreal General Hospital and 
afterwards was elected to the board 
of governors of that institution. 

In 1911 ho retired from active prac- 
tice although not from active work 
and as president of the Art Associa- 
tion of Montreal, Dr. Shepherd has

Compatibility nf science and re- 
ligion was emphasized by Sir An* 
drew MaePhall. noted processor of 
the history of medicine in McGill Uni- 
versity, Montreal, in a talk here this 
morning on the history of the ide* 
of evolution. 

Sir Andrew's discourse was gtvan 
as the Williams Potter memorial 
lecture In Jefferson Medical Colleg* 
and hospital. It was the second an- 
nual lecture of memorial which wis 
founded by Dr. Potter's grandson. 
William Potter Ware. The. perman- 
ent lecturer under the foundation .is 
Dr. Chevalier Jackson. 

Sir Andrew was introduced to the 
audience of students, nurses and 
faculty that crowded the capacity 0! 
the amphitheatre of the college by 
Alba R. Jnhnson. president ot thm 
board of trustees. "Biologists of to- 
day ar* beginning to suspect," Sif

Hod their terminology Is improve- 
risked, ft Is of ancient lineage. The 
Greek biologists know it as logos, and 
a biologist expounded the essence of 
that power in terms which for 
clarity and completeness are yet un- 
excelled. In it. he said, wc live and 
move and have our being. 

"I may remark further that in thea* 
days a scientific man may be as re* 
ligious as ho likes, and no asperstrt - 
cast upon his science; and a religioua 
man may be as scientific as he llks», 
and no aspersion cast upon his reh> 
gion . 

"The mention of the word religion 
need create no alarm. 

"The idea is quite scientific. Every 
living being looks out upon the uni- 
verse through eyes that enlarge and 
increase in the process of evolution. 
These media of consciousness ard 
sensibility, sensation, desire, emotion, 
passion, will, conscience. 

"When all these eyes look forward, 
and accept guidance in comformity

, Printed on another page of today's issue is 
an arresting article by one of the foremost 
American authorities on University education, 
Dr. A. Lawrence Lowell, President of Harvard. 

"What is the true education?" is the title 
of President Lowell's article. He first vindicates 
the college graduate in business. For a while 
the graduate appears misplaced in business 
"the machine will not run as well as an inferior 
machine which has already been running some, 
time." But after a while he will forge ahead, 
at first slowly, then rapidly, finally entering a 
responsible position while the non-collegian is 
still a clerk. 

How is this effected? asks Dr. Lowell. And 
he answers: "The cultivation of the mind by 
the colleges is an attempt to make men think 
accurately, to discern between the essential and 
the accidental in phenomena." In other words 
to cultivate a sense of the relative value of 
things. 

When^you listened to President Coolidge's 
Armistice Day speech over the radio, or saw it 
next day in the papers, did you merely follow 
his facts with understanding, or did you rea- 
lise that here and there were statements likely 
to call forth protests from the ends of the 
earth? If you merely understood, you merely 
had knowledge; if you realised the import of 
his words you had wisdom. You probably did 
the latter, for President Lowell says that the 
University brings wisdom forth in you. 

He puts this fundamental distinction be- 
tween knowledge and inteligencc in other waqs. 
','Thc real thing we want is not knowledge but 
resourcefulness the real art of life con- 
sists of finding out what is the question to be 
solved, and the person who can find out what 
the problem is to be solved is the man who real- 
ly makes the contributions to life." 

The colleges, then, inspire, or bring out, 
this resourcefulness so essential to headway in 
the world. How did they do it? "There is only 
one thing which will really train the human 
mind, and that is the voluntary use of the mind 
by the man himself. You may aid him, you may 
guide him, you may suggest to him, and above 
all, you may inspire him; but the only thing 
which is worth having is that which he gets by 
his own exertions, and what he gets is propor- 
tional to the effort he puts into it." 

In effect President Lowell has pronounced 
the famous old saying "If you want a thing done 
do it yourself." If you want to get an education 
from McGill, the only way to achieve it is by 
getting an education from McGill. McGill will 
smooth your path, she will provide lectures, and 
laboratories, and libraries, but without your 
will to use them they are of no avail. 

The effort will repay you. "Almost any- 
jne will become interested in that which he 
really does earnestly." Ont of the few com- 
mendable features of the examinai ion system 
is that the proximity of exams forces the man 
with any rpark of ambition at all to do some 
hard work. And when lie works hard he finds 
that the subject he thought dull in lectures, and 
duller in his desultory reading has become alive 
and fascinating. lit is paying back with inter- 
est what he is putting into it. 

The man who has never felt the joy of a 
good piece of work well done lias missed one of 
the major delights of life. 

Toward the end of the article President 
Lowell y i in blee a' the parents who are satis- 
fied with their sons creeping through college 
by narrow margins. The evil is undoubted, yet 
It should not need parental urging? to make a 
•man of any mettle at all get bis money's worth 
out of college.

Our Weekly- 
Letter

"The plays you get arc rubbish because you arc rub- 
bish"— this statement of St. John Krvinc's made last Sun- 
day at the People's I'oriitn is a very concise summary of ihc 
trouble with the modern theatre. When at the beginning of 
his address he stated that lie was (joing to give us a "good 
hour's drubbing" most of the audience chuckled and let it 
go at that. But the drubbing came later, and it was a much 
needed one. 

For the past few years the legitimate theatre has been 
going from bad lo worse, and this year has culminated in a 
very bad season— to put it mildly. Half the theatres in 
London and New York arc dark, and .villi little prospect of 
a change for the belter, while the road is very nearly non- 
existent. Let us examine some of the reasons which have 
been a'dvanccd to explain this. 

♦ * ♦ ♦ 

Kirst, there is the high cost of play production. With 
minimum rentals of $2000 or $3000 per week being demand- 
ed for an average theatre; high— in some cases absurdly 
high wages— demanded by the unions for stage bauds and 
musicians; large outlays necessary for advertising, etc; 
royalties; and of course the performer's salaries— with all 
these items, an ordinary unpretentious drama has an over- 
head of say $6000 lo make before the producers can cam a 
cent on their comparatively large investment. For a musical 
extravaganza, of course, the overhead runs much higher, 
but fortunately, from the producer's point of view at least, 
these shows gross a correspondingly higher amount. 

The question of salaries is an extremely involved one. 
With the large number out of work, wages would naturally 
tend lo come down, but there arc two factors which stop 
this: first, Equity, the actor's union; and second, the 
peculiar nature of show people themselves, who will not 
accept a part at a salary lower than their regular range, 
even though they may be nearly starving. Professional pride 
—call it what you will— is a fact. As for Ihc stars, they arc 
more or less able In get their price — largely because there 
are so few real leaders— and also because of the ever 
present threat of the movies, and now the talking pictures, 
with the large salaries they can offer. When lo all this 
one adds the uncertain success of the few plays that arc 
produced it is evident why ihc powers that be do not want 
to risk more money on an unknown <|uantily. 

THF, MOVIES 

Then second big reason advanced is Ihc movies and 
their young offspring; 'he lalkics. On this subject Mr. 
Krvine waxed very cloquent indeed, referring lo ihc average 
movie as an insult to the intelligence of the audience, and 
saying that most of them — movies — were written by the 
halt educated for the 'half-witted. It is undoubtedly true 
that many of them deserve this criticism, for as an art, the 
cinema has failed miserably to do what it could and may 
yet do. 

In spite of this, however, Ihc public goes to the movies 
in ever increasing numbers. Why? Because, for a price 
less than a quarter of the price of theatre tickets, they can 
see. in a large, beautiful, well ventilated bouse a well staged 
and presented show, whereas the theatre offers a second 
rate company, generally in an old, stuffy, out-of-date place. 
And when occasionally the -thcalrc offers a worth-while 
show or a reasonably priced one — occasionally in combina- 
tion, those who cry loudest for cheap prices refuse to go 
because 'a cheap show can't be good', those who talk about 
the decline of the stage and the necessity of good drama go 
to the movies and say later "Oh— yes, 1 meant lo sec that 
but— you know—.'' 

♦ » * * 

Three other reasons, similar in their effect were 
mentioned by Mr. Krvine: the radio— as he called it. Ihc 
wireless— Ihc 2-seater motor car, and in England, the Day- 
light Saving Act, with the longer hours it opens up for 
outdoor sports, cle. These last two would seem to be ef- 
fective mostly in Ihc summer, when Ihc theatre is dormant 
anyw;*, but the radio undoubtedly has a considerable effect 
in die important winter season. The ordinary man is not 
going lo think twin- in choosing between an evening at 
home in a comfortable aim chair, and a night of $5.00 
theatre tickets with hours spent in taxis that just barely 
crawl along— and so on. ' 

TROUBLE WITH Till'. PUBLIC

llioso who cama by sen it fair tab on 
the numbers could bo kept as were 
largely transported by the British gov- 
ernment.. About 15,000 camo altogether. 
Ot thepc 5,000 settled on the Si. l.aw- 
. lenco and w est : 5,t!2S settled in Mont- 
real, Chambly, St. Johns and Gaspc; 
over L'S.OOO in A end in, thai is, Now 
Brunswick and Prince Kdward Island; 
3,150 went to Cape Breton; and about 
1,000 to Newfoundland. 

It may bo said that -15,000 from 
3,000,000 is very few, but if one con- 
siders that 15,000 were added t<> 1"».- 
000, tho population of Canada at the 
time the number .seems to assume con- 
siderable proportions. 

Those who went to the mouth of the 
Saint John Biver arrived on May is. 
17S3, tho anniversary of which is now- 
celebrated as a civil holiday in Saint 
John. They fourni a rocky seul on which 
to establish their city and grow their 
crops. Those who went to Nova Scotia 
had anticipated that Shelbourtie and 
Port rtoseway would be important 
cities, rivalling Boston and Xcw York. 

The expense of the migrations to tho 
British government were ureal but 
justified. In 1TS2 a total of £57,000 was 
spent. This money was used to help the 
migrants and give them (arid, lu some 
years the government practically cloth- 
ed and fed the pioneers, and the suf- 
fering was grrat. In 17S7 the crops 
failed and so 17SS was a year of 
famine. Tradition says that some died 
of stravalion. and even leaves are re- 
corded among the substitutes for food 
utilised. In Upper Canada it was found 
harder to get clothes than food, and the 
women slowly learned to make cover- 
ings out of the skins brought in by the 
menfolk. 

It was pointed oui its remarkable 
that thousands of women consented to 
be homeless. The letter of one woman 
remains in which she says tho^ site of 
.Saint John is the most barren that she 
has ever seen. They arrived in spring, 
fortunately, and were able to prepare 
turf houses for the winter while living 
in tents. Halifax was 35 years old at 
ilie time of the migrations, but many 
Loyalists went there. The provision 
of supplies proved a tremendous task 
lor the government. Il look many 
weeks for even a knowledge of the re- 
quisitions to reach the proper authori- 
ties. But much valuable material on 
this and other phases of the settlement 
Is now lost. 

Some of the correspondence of Kd- 
ward "VVinslow, a direct descendant of 
the first governor of Plymouth, who 
went to Saint John was then read, il- 
lustrating the optimism of the settlers 
in the face of hardship and discom- 
fort. Winslow never became a rich 
man, altlmuch he was a judge of the 
Supreni» Court of the Province of 
New Brunswick which h» was instru- 
mental in forming. A close friend of 
his sent his boy to Harvard where be 
got along admirably with the authori- 
ties, although he must bave been 
known lo be a Tory. At Commence- 
ment he read '.he English Oration. It 
Is not thought likely that any of Win- 
slow's family went back to New Eng- 
land, as Winslow said he would as 
soon send them to the devil as have 
them amongst tho patriots. 

-\fter the reading of Mrs. Vaughan's 
paper the society adjourned to be con- 
ducted through the Slrathcona Museum 
who had invited the society to hold 
their meeting in the Med.

lessor of Botany at Columbia Univer- 
sity, Professor Lloyd became a mem- 
ber of the Sigma Nl Society at the 
lime of the inception of its chapter 
at Columbia.

What Is True Education 

By A. Lawrence Lowell 

President of Harvard University 



The President of Harvard University has written an article 
in the New York Times on the question of what constitutes a trite 
éducation: he also discusses the value of such an education from 
the practical view point. 

We believe that every student will be interested in what 
President Lowell says. 



I remember some years ago a busi- 
ucss man said to me. "You arc not 
leaching your students as you ought 
to, A good many of them go iito 
brokers' offices and they sell slocks 
and bunds to their fathers' friend, 
but they do not progress much." I 
began to think that over ami said: 
"if you let us do what till other ma- 
nufacturers dp— recommend our own 
goods — you will find a very different 
result." 

Waliiv Culford lias made sonic very 
!'•■. ng statistics, which ho pub- 
lished iu Harper's Magzine and which, 
perhaps, some of you have seen, lie 
employs some thousands of college 
graduates and it occurred to him that 
being an honor graduate from college 
himself, he might sec how other men 
iid in il lation lo their rank in college. 

graded these men for the periods 
they bad been in his ctilloy and com- 
pared tbtil with the rank they bad ob- 
tained while in college, and he fourni 
that for the live first years, while 
men were learning their business, 
liter fas little, difference; but from 
thai time on the heller students in 
college got larger salaries. 

But the way, the comparison was 
wholly made not by estimates but by 
salaries actually paid, lie found that 
from that time on they departed 
more and more; that the men who 
had been in the first third of their 
class in iollCffo were earning larger 
salaries than those in the second 
third, and those in the second third 
more than those in the third-third, 
and Ilia: this divergence continued 
until they had been out about twenty 
years, much 1; accentuated itself very 
much, the better scholars rising and 
tile lower scholars falling off relati- 
vely more. 

Tlie goods we produce are of a pe- 
cul'ar character. The machine, if you 
c'.ioose to call it so. that we place 
upon the market does not run very 
smoothly for the first loo miles or so. 
by which I mean that it will not run 
as well as an inferior macine which 
lias already been running for some 
time; but try it and lot it run a while 
and then see how it compares. 1 think 
you will sec that the difference is 
very considerable by that time. 

Now, what is our procès* of manu- 
facture? How do we try to make 
these queer and uncertain goods wo 
pursue a policy which Is not quite 
wholly understood by those who do 
not know the ronsiitut'on or the 
human mind. 1 was very much struck 
in reading Trcvelyan's "History of 
England" at a remark he made about 
the medieval universities, and if I 
may I will simply read it because I 
oo not want to massacre the words of 
a man like Ceorge Macau lay Trovel- 
yan. He says; 

"The study of the medieval univer- 
sities was a peculiar school on logic. 
The great work of medieval and 
logic scholasticism was to train and 
subtilize the crude intellect of Eu- 
rope. The intellectual progress of the 
middle ages is t.j be measured not by 
results in original thought, which was 
under an interdict, or at least in 
strict confinement, but by the skill 
with which men learned ;o handle 
their philosophic materials, though 
much of the subject-matter of their 
dispute seems to u s as vain and nu- 
gatory as the muoh debated problem. 
'How many angels can stand on the 
po.'nt of a needle-' The debt we owe to 
these ancient choppers of logic Is 
none the less great for heing strlckly 
inestimable."

Tho Station belongs to tho British 
Admiralty, hut is leased lo a group of 
Harvard University graduates. Its ac- 
tivities am dlrect-d by a. board of 
trustees, of limited membership, If 
which Dr. E. E. Mane, emeritus pro- 
fessor or zoology at Harvard Is pre- 
sident.

civilized and so on'. Thai theory has 
been naturully descurded because we 
know thiit infants are nut savages. 

Nevertheless, there is something 
true about it in that the evolution 
of the mind of the roco, just as the 
medieval universities trained men to 
think abstractly and to handle and 
deal with their material, lo enter- 
lain abstract ideas, tu think clearly 
and to develop a power of dealing 
with tilings which could not be per- 
ceived by tho material souses, which 
was later of value when applied lo 
useful results. 

Training the Imagination 

So it is true that the cultivation ol 
the mind by the colleges is an at- 
tempt lo make men think accurately 
to discern between the essential and 
the accidental in phenomena, and to 
train the Imagination to grasp things 
that cannot be felt or perceived by 
the material senses. That is the great 
object of college education. It is not 
merely to give knowledge, Knowledge 
vanishes away but wisdom, I take It, 
Is after all a perception of the rela- 
tive value of things. 

That, 1 know, some of you arc say- 
ing to yourselves, "This is very well; 
bul why not each a man to think on 
subjects that he can apply, things: 
tiial are useful as well as the things 
that arc useless'. 1 " The answer is 
simply that dealing willi the concrete 
docs not load 'to the knowledge of the 
abstract. The study of that which is 
directly applicable docs not tend to 
give a grasp of things which are not 
perceived by the senses themselves. 
The mind that is directed toward the 
practical docs not indulge in flights 
of Imagination and thereby enlarge 
its scope. 

I remember very well when I was 
In college and studying comparative 
anatomy and physiology with Wil- 
liam James, lie told mc that he could 
pick out of the class the men who 
intended to be doctors because they 
spent their time studying human 
bones and thereby failed to grasp, as 
the rest ot us did, the physiology, 
that Is, the functions of animal life, 
which were, after all, the essential 
and valuable things in the course. 

Eet me put it in a different way. 
Tin. real thing wc want is not knowl- 
edge but resourcefulness. What I 
moan is that the art which creates 
things both great and small, is not 
the capacity for solving problems. 
That may seem à curious statement, 
but tho real art of life consists in 
finding out what is the question to 
bo solved, and the person who can 
find out what the problem Is to be 
solved Is the man who really makes 
the contributions to life. 

First Find Your ProbUm 

It Is comparatively easy lo train 
people to solve problems when they 
are stated; but thé man who can see 
a new problem and state It Is the 
man who makes the real advance and 
that is true in everything. You all 
know perfectly well that the young 
man you want in your business Is the 
man who will perceive something 
that needs to be done and has not 
been done; and then tho question of 
finding out how to do It Is compara- 
tively simple. 

It happened to be my good fortune 
to meet some limp ago two men who 
have made great contributions to 
medicine. One or them was Banting, 
whom 1 happened to nicet^at lun- 
cheon at Toronto, and 1 took the 
privilege of an older ma.i and said, 
"Toll me how you found it"; and ho 
told me how ho made his discovery 
of insulin. It was a marvelous story. 
I wish I hod limn lo tell il to you 
here. Shortly after Hint I happened 
to ask our Dr. Mlnot how ho happen- 
ed lo get hold of the use if the liver 
treatment for pernicious anemia, 
which has practically abolish Hint 
disease, always fatal bniore but now 
banished. He lold mo how ho did it. 
And in each case the. great Bring 
wan finding nut what Iho problem 
was to bo solved. Thai, we soy, Is rc- 
sourcefulncss; and , Hint is what really 
wo are nttempllng to impart. 

Resourcefulness Essential 

How can resourcefulness be acquir- 
ed V Do It by pumping Into a man In- 
formal Ion No, not at all. There Is 
only ono thing which will really train 
the human mind, anil Mint Is the vol- 
untary use of tho mind hy Iho man 
himself. You may aid Mm, you may 
guide him, and, nliovo all, you may 
inspire, hliii; but Iho only tiling that 
is worth having Is that which he gets 
by his own exertions, and what he 
gel h is proportionate to His effort he 
puts into it. It Is the voluntary ex- 
orcise of h!s own mind, and I care 
very little about what ho exercises it 
upon. 

In his study 1 noticed Hint Mr. Clif- 
ford paid ni attention whatever to 
what subjecls bis men had studied, 
and I fanny Iho reason was Unit he 
did not consider that Important, I 
myself made sonm studies Ip/enly- 
five years ago about tho relation bo-

Its Physical 
Aspects Shown

in which he should work should be a 
jelly because in a solution convec- 
tion currents aro sel up which may 
alter tho effect. An agar agar jelly he 
found to bo tho best fur his purpose. 
II Is" next task was lo find a sufficient- 
ly sensitive indicator which should 
gradually change colour under the In- 
fluence of a slight rise in tempera- 
ture. The mosl sensitive indicator 
was iodo-mercurlnto ot silver, made 
by mixing iodide of mercury, potas- 
sium iodide and nitrate of silver to- 
gether in the proper proportions. This 
substance changes from a bright 
canary yellow to u deep orange when 
Its temperature is raised a very few 
degrees. This Is then shaken wllh 
liquid agar agar and the mixture is 
allowed to solidify. Dr. I'arlscau said 
that his wife called this mixture 
"Pnrlscau's Thcrmoscoplc Mayon- 
naise." 

His next problem was lo make very 
slight changes in color visible lo th • 
c^vc. The light which is cnsl upon the 
jelly while changes are taking place 
must be filtered so that no rays other 
titan the yellow and the orang) fall 
upon it. An Ingcnoiis combination of 
filters is used for this purpose. 

Potassium nitrate Is now added lo 
the jelly to make il conductive, the 
jelly Is placed In a suitable mold elec- 
trodes of nickel or monel Milal arc in- 
serted in it at opposile sides of the 
mold, the filtered llghi Is thrown un 
tho mixture, and the experiment iv 
ready to begin. 

When the current Is turned on red 
colour appears, not at the- centre of 
tho mass, but at the electrodes, prin- 
cipally at the edge of them. Indicai- 
ing that the maximum rise in tempéra- 
ture is al these points. The red area 
gradually extends until It finally ou- 




tween rank (n college and rank hi 
our law and medical schools, where I 
could easily get the figures, and I 
found Just the same thing ho found, 
that the men who had ranked high 
In college courses, with many excen- 
tions, were on the average the men 
who ranked high in the law and 
medical schools. I took also In that 
case the subjects they had studied, 
and 1 found that, it made no differ- 
ence. There was no perceptible dif- 
ference between the men who had 
stud'tl one subject or other; but there 
was a great superiority on th opart 
of the men who really had done well 
in college and who had sharpened 
their minds by hard thought. 

Given a certain voltage of Intellec- 
tual power and, save in men who are 
unusually constituted, yon can turn 
it into almost any channel and make 
It effective. The important thing Is 
the degree of voltage, and that must 
come hy making tho men desire to 
educate themselves. 

There was a theory that the way 
to make men educate themselves is 
to select the subject in which they 
were interested and study that. Tho 
trouble is that nine boys out of ten 
at that age have no real interest, and 
if you ask them what their Interest 
is, they will select the thing which 
offers the least obstacle. In other 
words, their object, instead of being 
to cultivate their mind by effort, Is 
to attempt to cultivate the'r mind 
with the least expenditure of energy. 
Work Breeds Interest 

Now, that is the wrong way. Any- 
one who deals with young men' who 
have an occupation realizes that al- 
most any ono wilt become interested 
in that which lie really does earnest- 
ly. In other words, doing comes not 
from interest but interest comes from 
doing. That, is, all of you aro inter- 
ested In tho things you are doing, it 
is nol because you were born with a 
natural interest for that particular 
kind of business. You know perfectly 
well you could have slid Into some- 
thing else; but as soon as you do a 
tbing and try to- do It well you be- 
come Interesled in doing It -you fed 
that it is worth while. 

Such Is Hie way wo are trying lo 
educate In our factory, and when I 
say "our" I mean Iho colleges or the 
United Slates aro today aware of the 
fact. I hat. there has been a great deal 
loo little energy put by students vol- 
untarily Into their work. We. think 
that our product has improved, and, 
to revert to what J said in the begin- 
ning, it costs more. Try it and see 
whether it Is worth tho cost. 

And, above all, Inl mc ask of you 
ono thing; Help us to make a good 
product, When your son goes to col- 
lego, do not bo satisfied I hat ho gets 
by or creeps through arid obtains 
those other very substantial advan- 
tages which cume from college; but 
feel that, when ho goes, he. goes there 
lo get an education, and let him un- 
derstand ihat it Is, tho education you 
expect him lo get. 

The great trouble that wo have Is 
Willi parents who do not desire Hint 
Iholr sons shall get an education. 
Why, then, do they send them to col- 
lege? I will not iittenip'. to answer 
that, nticstton. You tan answer It 
better than I can. 

But the fnct Is thai many parents 
do not seriously care that their boy 
gets an education, In other words, 
they do not seriously enre tllllt ho 
should leave college with a well- 
I rained brain which can bo tiirnnd 
Into fields of great utility ror this 
country. \

cupics a rectangular space between 
the electrodes. 

Dr. I'nrisoau said that if Hie moi l 
were split j n half the colouring would 
bo found to extend all the way 
through, indicating that the "skin ef- 
fect" Is non-existent. Several interest- 
ing slides were shown of other ex- 
periments that Dr. Pnrlseau had per- 
formed Illustrating peculiar effects 
when conductors and non-conductors 
were placed In Hie field between the 
electrodes. These approximated the 
presence of blood-vessels and hones 
in the human body. Dr. ■ Pnrlseau 
stressed that tho results obtained In 
the living body may differ widely from 
those found in experiment. Incidental- 
ly the problem of photographing the 
colour changes had been a difficult one 
to solve. 

In summarizing, the speaker pointed 
out that, from experiment, Hi dia- 
thermy goes right through. I.e. thd'C Is 
no "skin effect," and (2) the maximum 
healing efreel Is not, as was generally 
supposed, mid-way between the elec- 
trodes but right at the electrodes.

Former Dean Of 
Medical School 
CalledBy Death

worked on its behalf with results never 
before recorded in its history. He has 
obtained many gifts of pictures for its 
galleries, and these include canvasses 
hy the Maris Brothers, Romncy, Boud- 
in,. Daughtgny and Israels. 

On the occasion ot his 77th birth- 
day, which occurred on November 23 
last, he. was presented with a- bronze 
bust of himself by the association at a 
special function held in the Art Gal- 
lery. It was on this occasion that a 
special tribute was paid by Arthur 
Browning, who presided, to the dis- 
tinguished career of Dr. Shepherd and 
to his invaluable service to art both 
in Montreal and in the Dominion. 

In the assembly room of the Medi- 
cal Building at McGill there hangs a 
portrait ot Dr. Shepherd, presented to 
the faculty by old pupils. It hangs on 
the walls of tlie large room among 
portraits of other notable leaders in 
the. university and medical life of 
Canada. The portrait of Dr. Shep- 
herd was made the occasion for an 
elaborate ceremony In February, three 
years ago. 

It was only last December that Dr. 
Shepherd was elected as honorary 
president of the Dominion section ot 
the British Association of Dermatology, 
at a meeting of the association in Ot- 
tawa. Dr. Shepherd was a pioneer In 
dermatologie research in Canada. 

Dr. Shepherd was wont to recall the 
days when he and Sir William Osier 
were students together. It was always 
the firm contention ot Dr. Shepherd 
that though tremendous progressive 
strides must result from mechanical 
developments, nevertheless the chief 
attributes of a good surgeon are judg- 
ment and knowledgo when to operate 
and when not to operate, and when to 
stop. "Mechanical knowledge of sur- 
gery can never teach this," lie said 
ouco in an address. 

Dr. Shepherd was a member ot tho 
Mount Boyal Club, tho University 
Club and tho Montreal Hunt Club, and 
his favorite recreation was fishing. 

In June, 1X7K he married Llllns G. 
Torrance, daughter of James Torranco 
of this city. One son. and two daugh- 
ters survive. 

Ill commenting upon Hie death of 
Dr, Shepherd this morning, Dr. C. 
h'. Martin, Honn of the Medical Faculty 
and acting principal al McGill Univer- 
sity, staled: 

Dr. Shepherd was one of the o up- 
standing surgeons ami teachers, and 
exponent nf ills subject, In tho Bri- 
tish Empire To the attributes of a 
surgeon and teacher he added Iho cul- 
ture of tlie truly great. 

"llo was a man of very wide gen- 
oral knowledge, and represented the 
very best In intellectual capabilities 
among the graduates of M.cGlll Uni- 
versity. 

"Up to the hist he retained 'his In- 
tellectual Integrity and was continual- 
ly called upon for his valuable advice 
on mutters pertaining lo Iho hospital 
and university. 

"Few men were respected as was 
Dr. Shepherd among bis colleagues in 
iho' medical world. I lis death leaves a 
gup In our community, and in wider 
circles, thai will not easily bo re- 
paired!"
